Board Sees Merit 
In Sewerage Plan 


The Andover Board of Selectmen 
said in a three page statement 
Monday that it has not and will 
not drag its feet in working toward 
any economical and ‘tadministra= 
tively feasible’’ plan for cleaning 
up the Merrimack River, 

The statement was an answer 
to what, the board termed ‘'mis= 
leading impressions” about it’s 
reaction to a proposed regional 
Sewerage project that would cost 
Andover, North Andover, Methuen 
and Lawrence an estimated $21 
million, 

Reports following a four-town 
conference held in Lawrence Oct, 
6 by officials ‘of the State 
Department of Health indicated 
that the three smaller communi-= 
ties were responsible for the fact 

that immediate action was not 
taken to get legislation leading 
to a referendum into the hopper 
by the second week of December, 
the General Court's deadline, 

Refuting this, the board said 
that Andover representatives had 
not gone to the conference pre= 
pared to makean on-the-spot com= 
mittment, adding that health 
Officials had given no advance 
notice that the meeting was for 
any purpose other thandiscussion, 

The board rapped the Common= 
wealth for ordering a river clean 
up without making provisions for 
financial aid to the communities 
hit with the demand, 

The statement read: ‘‘, ater Le 
strikes the Board as something 
more than ironic, though no less 
than can be expected, that the 
Commonwealth be demanding that 
the municipalities spend more 
money without offering any tangible 
interest in solving a problem which 
in the overall is a State Problem,”” 

Manager Richard Bowen elabor= 
ated in discussion to Say that the 
State has increased welfare costs, 
civil service pays and other such 
items without giving Massa= 
chusetts communities any relief
